liquor,  according  to  an  otficial  Government  statement  given  to  the 
jCaDadUin  PrWs  this  evening.

MELBOURNE,  Dec.  31. — Returns 
received  to  date  from  the  Australian 
elections  indicate'  that  the  Prime  Min- 
ister, W.  M.  Hughea.  has  been  re- 
turned to  power  with  a  itroitg  ma- 
jority. 

The  party  led  by  Mr.  Hughes, 
which  was  a  coalition  formed  with 
the  slogan  "Win  the  War,"  is  known 
as  the  Nationalist  party.  Although 
the  returns  are  not  yet  complete 
they  are  sufficient  to  Indicate  that 
the  Nationalists  have  secured  thirty- 
eight  seats  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatlveg.,  ag  against  twenty-seven 
won  by  the  Labor  party.  In  addttlen 
ten*  memberH  have  been  returned  by 
the  Farmers'  party,  and  thene  are 
expected  to  support  the  Hughes 
group.  *' 

In  th^vote  tor  the  Senate  the  pref- 
erential if^stem  was  Ufnad.  According 
'to  available  figures  ttie  Na,tl6naTfsts 
won  the  Senate  seats  for  the  states  of 
Queensland,  South  AuHtralla,  West 
Australia  and  Tasmania,  It  is 
thought  also  that  when  the  second 
preference  votes  are  .counted  In  the 
other  states  the  Nationalists  will  be 
fovnd  to  have  made  a  strong  show- 
ing. Foroeaats  are  that  when  the 
final  returns  are, In  the  ^nate  will 
show  somewhere  about  tvv-lve  seats 
for  the  Nationalists  and  nine  for  the 
Labor  party. 

One  feature  of  the  elections  was 
that  the  stots  at  Que^ifMliind,  whteh 
had  bejpn  a  Labor  atronghold,  gave 
a 'majority  for  the  Nationalists. 

Concurrently  with  the  eI'>ctlons  a 
referendum  wan  taken  on  the  riues- 
tion  of  nationalization  of  monopolies. 
TMs  showed  a  majority  against  na- 
tlofnnlliation.

The  Bolshevikl  were  «iuick  to  realise 
the  importanee  Of  auch  atrate^,  and 
mobilized  every  available  horse,  num- 
bering, according  to  some  estimates, 

40,000. 

All  these  effectives  got  behind  Den- 
iklne's lines,  which  was  not  difflcult. 
owing  to  present  methods  of  Russian 
warfare. 

The  BolshevikL  operated  almost  at 
will  behind  Denikine,  and  ho  was 
forced  constantly  to  fall  back  with 
the  Bolshevikl  cavalry  threatening,  or 
at  places  cutting,  hla  Itnos  of  Oom* 
munlcatlon.. 

Deniklne's  retirement  was  necessi- 
tated by  his  efforts  to  protect  himself 
rather  than  beOKOfi  01  grofti  proaml^ 
on  his  front. 

The  oflleer  Is  of  the  opinion  that 
Denikine  Is  not  yet  beateii«  owing  to 
the  morale  of  his  troops.

•  VLADIVOSTOK,  Dec.  24. — A  demand  that  trains  carrying  the 
Russian  high  cdfrtmand  be  permitted  to  pass  immediately  throwifli 
fh^  Czecho-SlovaJ^  lines  to  Irkutsk  has  been  made  on  General 
Syrovey,  commander  of  the  Czeclio-Sloyak  army,  by  General  Sem- 
enoff, commander-in-chief  of  the  All-Russian  forces,  it  was  an- 
nounced here  today.  The  demand,  which  was  made  on  December 
21,  was  backed  vip  by  a  threat  on  the  part  df  OetteratSeiiid^nofT  to^ 
compel  the  f>as8a?e  of  the  itillittfy  trains  by  armed  force,  If  heces- 
sary. 

General  Semenoff,  who  recently  succeeded  Admiral  Koltchak  is 
head  of  the  AU-Russian  forces,  said  in  his  demand  on  Gen.  Syrovey: 

"In  the  avent  of  non-compliance,  I  shall,  though  with  pain  in  my 
heart,  move  against  yoii  with  all  the  armed  force  at  my  disposal." 

The  Czecho-Slovalc  li#ad^uarlers  liere  do  not  consider  the  threat 
sentmsr 

Irkutsk  dispatches  on  December  15  said  the  Czecho-Slovak 
troops  would  remain  in  Siberia  until  next  Summer,  and  would  guard 
the  KrasaoyArk-frkutsl;  railway  line. 

November  advices  from  Irkutsk  indicated  that  harmonious  rela- 
tions did  not  , prevail  between  the  All-Russian  and  Czecho-Slovak 
commanders.  •

As  for  Mr.  Drury,  he  may  be,  for 
aught  we  know,  a  modern  Clnclnnat- 
tus,  or  a  heaven-born  statesman,  or 
twenty-  Edmund  Burke's  rolled  into 
one:  but  we  ac»  IneUnad  to  think  that 
he  is  just  one  of  onrselyes.  Just  a  lAain 
ordinary,  everyday  polAtelaa  '  at  the 
head  of  a  politioar  party  that  was  suc- 
cessful at  the  polta  In  a  party  elec- 
tion. And  if  he  serves  hta  province 
as  honestly  and  ably  as  those  who 
preceded  him,  men  like  Mowatt  and 
Mulock  and  Whitney  and  Hearst — 
they  were  polttlctana  all — the  people 
will  have  no  cause  to  complain.  •
